Crowded with passengers and ex- 


cursloulstH trom the G. A. It. encomp- 
ment at Rochester, the train, made 
up of H cars, drawn by two big 
ir.ogul engines, was 40 minutes late 
•when It leached Rochester .Inaction.

there sped oaslvvard to 


make up time before reaching Gen- 
eva. The engines and two day coach- 
es had just passed the middle of the 
400-foot trestle over Cnnandaigua out- 
let, 150 yards cast of the station at 
Manchester, when the Pullm.ui car 
Austin, the third of the long train, 
left the rails.
